Instantly. The high-piled vari- 
colored cliffs towering so far 
into the sky it makes the eyes 
ache to scan their summits ; the 
vast canyons, so deep that per- 
petual gloom lingers at their 
bottoms and once in there is 
no way out. You recall the glis- 
tening peaks, snowcapped most 
Of the year; the whispering 
conifers where mountain lions 
hide to spring upon the deer; 
the turbulent streams, trout fill- 
ed; the quiet and beauty and 
solemnity of the place 

The Jackson Hole Country! 

Let us go back into history 
a bit In the early 70's, there 
settled in this part of Wyoming 
a German family by name of 
Hundt. Farmers from the cen- 
tral part of Germany. Ludwig 
Hundt was a huge fellow with 
a booming voice and bluff man- 
ner. He feared nothing and was 
something of a trouble-maker. 

There were few settlers then 
in the Jackson Hole country. 
It was new and rough and raw. 
Most of its residents were hard 
rock* miners, just as hard as the 
ore they grubbed from Mother 
Earth. There was no law except 
that meted out by the six-gun 
—and justice was on the side 
of the one with the fastest trig- 
ger-finger. 

Ludwig was no slouch on the 
draw himself, and he had ac- 
counted for at least one life, in 
a bar room brawl. Ludwig was 
also thrifty and quickly became 
prosperous with his ever-grow- 
ing cattle ranch. After a few 
years he had the largest spread 
in that part of the state. 

Ludwig had a brother who 
was even rougher than old Lud- 
wig. He was several years 
younger and had a reputation 
for starting fights. One night in 
the town's gambling hall this 
brother — Henry — pulled a gun 
Oh the sheriff and shot him in 
cold blood. The trial was brief. 



[enry was sent to the State's 
prison and hanged. This was a 
blow that Ludwig never got 
over. Secretly he vowed venge- 
ance on mankind. 

Several years passed before 
Ludwig got a chance to wreak 
his vengeance. In the interim, 
a son was born to him, a boy 
who resembled his father in 
many ways. Too many, as it 
turned out. 

Ludwig eventually acquired 
vast tracts of land. It made no 
matter how he obtained them, 
and some said that many a 
shady deal accounted for his 
enormous ranches and great 
herds. Ludwig should have been 
happy in his prosperity, but he 

wasn't. 

A bitter hatred for every- 
thing American rankled in his 
Teutonic heart. He planned and 
plotted. He even went so far 
as to hire gunmen whose duties 
were to shoot as many of the 
jurors who had sat on Henry's 
'case as was possible. These im- 
ported gunmen got three or four 

of the men. 

But Ludwig didn't foresee his 

cwn doom. One of the gunmen 
demanded more money for his 
dirty work, which the old Ger- 
man promptly refused to pay. 
The gunman shot him in his 
own study. And that was the 
end of Ludwig Hundt. 

But it was only the beginning 
of young Ludwig, his son! 

The big cabin high on the 
face of Old Baldy peak was the 
scene of great activity. The two 
men who occupied it were busy 
day and night. The interior of 
the cabin was a crowded labora- 
tory where strange things had 
their inception. Weird things! 
Had it been possible for anyone 
to watch this cabin at night, 
that one would have seen un- 
canny lights glowing in the 
windows, and heard muffled ex- 
plosions. 

Ludwig Hundt, Jr., was a 
great chemist, one of Germany's 



most renowned. Or nad been 
until he had come to America 
early in the 20's. He had come 
with a purpose, as you shall see. 
He had brought with him a 
younger man who was also a 
great chemist. These two had 
been working for years on a 
secret process— a process defi- 
nitely not meant for the good 
of humanity! It was a process 
of death! 

Except by horseback along a 
dangerous, winding trail, there 
was no way of reaching the 
Hundt cabin. At least, the few 
who knew of its existence be- 
lieved this. But Ludwig Hundt 
was a resourceful man ... as 
. was his younger assistant, Hans 
Weller. 

February 6, 1943. On the 
morning of February 5th, the 
residents of Tepee, Wyoming, 
awcke to find a strange sub- 
stance covering the ground. It 
was a greenish mould, which 
quivered and expanded and 
grew with lightning rapidity. As 
far as the eye could see this 
greenish blanket covered every- 
thing. The horrible thing was 
that it didn't merely obliterate 
the surface; it was growing 

higher and higher! 

By noon of that day, the town 
was covered deep under the 
thick stuff and the residents of 
the area had been forced to 
seek safety in the mountains. 
The fungus kept growing. In 
two days, it lay over a great 
region at least twenty-five feet 
deep. Still it grew! 

It expanded, reaching out 
over the state and into other 
states bordering. The populace 
was in a panic. Nothing like this 
had ever been seen, or even 
heard of. Like yeast mould, this 
ghastly stuff was stifling every- 
thing, smothering thousands of 
head of cattle, crushing build- 
ings under its increasing weight. 
Trees and all growing things 
were snuffed out. And still the 
awful stuff grew. . • • 
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March 19, 1943. Last Thurs- 
day, the 17th, a strange grayish 
mass was seen rolling down the 
San Fernando Valley in South- 
ern California. The Army was 
called, but they were powerless 
to stop the mass. What scien- 
tists tetm as a "fungus mould," 
this mass has in the last two 
days practically covered the en- 
tire San Fernando area and at 
least seven vital aircraft plants 
are imperiled. Already the huge 
Lockheed factory is being cov- 
ered by the horrible mould, 
which in places is twenty feet 
thick. Many residences have 
been inundated and the occu- 
pants forced to flee for their 
lives. Aerial bombs have been 
tried and such things as chemi- 
cal sprays, but the mould per- 
sists and only a few days more 
.will see the great valley a place 
of greenish mould. 

March 21, 1943. Last night 
the "mould blight" struck at 
San Diego and the vast Naval 
, Training Station. Thousands of 
sailors have been evacuated 
from their barracks to an area 
several miles inland. In five 
hours the mould has crossed 
the bay and attacked many 
ships at anchor. Balboa Park is 
deserted to the terrible blight 
and the St. James Hotel roof 
is spawning the stuff in a stream 
. that is crawling over the sides 
of the building and down to the 
streets. How the mould got 
there nobody knows. For that 
matter, nobody knows how or 
where it originated. Every scien- 
tist in the country is baffled. . . . 
April 2, 1943. The entire 
state of Wyoming, most of Utah 
nd Idaho, the southern half 
f Oregon and all of Southern 
California is obliterated under 
the green scum that stifles all 

life. 

April 14, 1943. The "mould 
blight" has struck at the East- 
ern Seaboard! A veritable ocean 
of it is now crawling toward the 
Nation's Capitol. Birmingham 
and Atlanta have ceased to 
function as cities and the resi- 
dents are fleeing. . . . 

Jimmy Christian didn't hear 
of the sensational blight throt- 
tling America until he reached 
the seacoast of India, after a 



prolonged sojourn in the Bur- 
mese jungles on a Government 
mission. But it didn't take him 
long to hop a Clipper and speed 
to his homeland. 

Now he sat in consultation 
with FBI Chief O'Brien in the 
secret service offices at San 
Francisco. 

O'Brien spread his hands in 
a gesture of helplessness. 
"We've done everything, tried 
everything. But nothing has 
worked. The whole country will 
be choked to death, Christian. " 
Choked to death!" 

"I never heard Qf anything 
like it," said Jimmy. "Have you 

any idea where the thing start- 
ed?" 

O'Brien shook his grizzled 
* head.

"That 
seems the logical place to be- 
gin." He stood up and O'Brien 
got to his feet. 

"Anything you want, name 
it, Christian. If you can do any- 
thing, for the love of heaven 
do it!" . 

All Jimmy wanted was a fast 
plane/ which he soon had. It 
was loaded with several kinds 
of bombs. He took off about 
eight o'clock, heading for Wyo- 
ming. Army Lieut Gus Bock- 
way, his pilot, said, "Catch a 
couple hours sleep, Mr. Chris- 
tian, you need it I'll wake you 
up in time." 

Jimmy did just that. And it 
seemed that he had only shut ' 
his eyes whert the' pilot nudged 
him.. 

"We're over Laramie field 
now" 

"Land," Jimmy told' him. 
We can't do anything till 
morning." 

Jimmy had obtained a list 
of the famous chemists of Ger- 
many who had migrated to 
America in recent years. On that 
list was one, Ludwig Hundt, Jr., 
Wyoming. Nothing was known 
of Hundt except in Germany 
where he had invented a dead- 
ly gas during the fifst World 
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War. Jimmy had no trouble in 
discovering that the Hundt 
family had lived in the Jackson 
Hole country. To that area they 
flew at dawn. 

There was little now to be 
seen except the awful sea of 
mould. But high on a towering 
mountain the pilot spotted a 
cabin through his glasses.
